a near failure. He he could 

not understand why the pc'>p!e 
did riot take advairtage tni-: 
program when they had the op- 
])oi-tunity to receive the Rabies 
v::<-<‘inc at it reduced rate. 

He further pointed out that it 
is a law in Agawam that all dogs 
must be vaccinated annually 
againsi Rabies. 

Mr. Carison stated (juite strong¬ 
ly that this law will be enforcei.' 
t(rthe absolute letter of the law. 
He expressed regret that a study 
would have to be urrdertaken and 
statistical data anal.vzed to de¬ 
termine whether a leash law of a 
partial confinement law would 
have to be initiated. 

Mr. Carlson summed up the 
statement he feels it was a shame 
that people considered this dread¬ 
ed di.9ease such a joke. He only 
hopes that the Town of .-Vgawam 
never experiences a seriuu.s out¬ 
break of Rabies.

AN EXPERIMENT

School report, 1900;—“Your committee began this year the in¬ 
teresting experiment of transporting some of the pupils living re¬ 
mote from school. Mild weather in early winter enabled us to defer 
the experiment until about January 1st, so that the cost has been 
less than anticipated. 

“In Agawam, tlie experiment, we think, has been entirely suc¬ 
cessful. The children have been transported in a closely-covered 
wagon, well protected from wind and storm. From 30 to 35 children 
are taken to and from school in this wagon, at a cost of less than 
five cents per day for each child, or something over two cents each 
way. 

“The children Ijoai-tily enjoy the ride, even in the coldest weath¬ 
er, and there has been a marked improvement in attendance. If the 
town is to adopt transportation as a permanent policy, we think it 
will pay to purchase more wagons of the right kind, for there are 
7ione available in town. Our wagon, with its gradually increasing 
load of meiTy children, follows the River road from the south end 
to the bridge, thence westerly to the main I'oad, thence southerly 
to the school building. In the afternoon it follows the same route 
reversed, leaving the school soon after 4 p.m., making a total daily 
travel of not far from 15 miles. 

“At Feeding Hills, the problem has been more difficult, owing to 
the greater distances and scattered population and the cost has 
been higher.”

No transportation was furnished in 1901, and even though some 
children rode on Die new “electi’ic railway” in Agawam, attendance 
fell off 5f)9f . The committee reported,—“One eighth of the school 
money is wasted upon jjupils who do not come to receive its benefits. 
Undoubtedly it is a hardship for parents to convey their children to 
school over long distances in severe weather; but parents must make 
whatever sacrifices of time or money that are necessary to get 
them there.” 

In 1902, the experiment was tried again, using one team in 
Agawam and .several in Feeding Hills. 

1903;—no public ti-ansportation. Decrease in attendance. 

1904:—transportation provided during winter. Many absences 
due to German measles and clucken-pox. 

1906:—children transported by the town and by trolley car. 
Parents protested that teachers kept children after school so that 
they missed their ride. The committee asked parents not to criticize 
teachers in the presence of the chikh’en and advised that parents 
should not wait for teachers to come and visit the homes but should 
go and see the teachers. 

From here on, public transportation of school children was ac¬ 
cepted procedure. In 1910, cost of this service was $503.40. Nine 
men were paid for driving and $20 was spent for car tickets for 
t'hose riding on the tro lleys.

Childx-en and dependent par 
ents of deceased veterans in 
•Massachusetts will i*eceive an in¬ 
crease of about 10 percent in their 
monthly dependency and indem¬ 
nity compensation payments as 
the result of a law enacted by the 
88th Congress and signed by the 
Pi-esident, William F. Connors, 
manager of the Vetei-ans Admin¬ 
istration’s Boston Regional Off¬ 
ice announced today. 

The increased payments will be 
automatic, and will be included in 
the July checks mailed to reach 
beneficiaries about August 1, 
1963, Connors explained. There 
is no need to wi-ite the VA. 

A child, now i*eceiving $70 per 
month, will receive $77 per month 
under the new law, Connors 
pointed out. 

Two children, curx-ently receiv¬ 
ing dependency and indemnity 
compensation checks amounting 
to $100 per month, will receive 
$110 equally divided between 
them under the new law. 

Three children, receiving $130 
per month, will receive -$143 per 
month equally divided between 
them. 

If there ax-e more than thi-ee 
children, each additional child, 
now receiving $26 a month, will i 
receive $28 a month under the 
new law. 

In the case of dependent par¬ 
ents living together with an an¬ 
nual income of less than $1,000, 
their present payment of $60 


each will be increased to $65 each 
under the new law.

About ten years ago the New 
Hampshire fisheries ci'ew pio¬ 
neered a hybrid trout by ci’oss- 
ing a Lake trout with a Speckled 
tiout. Long Pond, Lempster was 
exclusively used for this species. 
Has the experiment proved suc¬ 
cessful? 

On May 11, the New Hamp¬ 
shire Fish and Game Department 
)eceived an official report of an 
8 pound 8 ounce splake trout 
taken from White Lake, Tam- 
worth, on May 9 by Ralph Walk¬ 
er of Meredith Neck. This was 
the largest splake ever taken in 
N. H... .a record. 

But not for long! On May 14. 
Ai-thur Drew of West Sssipee 
broke this r-ecord with a 9 pound 
3 ounce splake — again from 
White Lake.. .length 29 inches; 
girth 15 inches. It is thought this 
may be the world’s reeox*d for 
this species, although this can¬ 
not be stated as a known fact. 

A.sked if surprised at the size 
of the two White Lake splake, 
Chief of Fisheries, Bernard W. 
Corson replied: “Very happily 
surprised. Although these were 
beyond my expectations, we knew 
it was common for them to reach 
large size when thei*© is an ample 
food supply. This was the pri¬ 
mary reason for developing the 
splake—it has the size and 
gi'owth characteristics of lake 
trout and the sex’appiness of 
brook trout.”

lirges Modernization 

Francis W. Sargent, Director 
of the Massachusetts Division of 
Fisheries and Game, today told 
the 10th annual conference of the 
Council of Sportsmen’s Clubs tliat 
Massachusetts must modernize its 
method of selling hunting and 
fishing licenses or its programs 
for fish and wildlife improve¬ 
ment will lag behind those of 
other states. 

“In Massachusetts virtually all 
states Fish and Game agencies 
must depend upon the sale of li¬ 
censes to support their opera¬ 
tions” Sargent explained, “and 
yet, here we have not provided 
the sportsmen with a quick and 
convenient means of purchasing 
or renewing annual hunting and 
fishing licenses. A recent survey 
in Massachusetts indicates that 
substantial numbers of sales have 
thus been foi'feited.” 

At present these licenses may 
be acquired only through the city 
and town clerks of Massachusetts 
or from the Division’s office in 
Boston. ; 

Sargent emphasized that the 
the city and town clex’ks have 
been most courteous and accom- ' 
modating but never the less the 
hours and locations where they 
sell licenses are necessarily lim¬ 
ited. 

RE-CIGARETTES 

Of all things, now comes a new 
cigai-ette, the SENTRY, made by 
Notob Products, Inc. That name 
Notob—no tobacco! They are 
made from two vegetables, and 
ai’e said to taste like spinach. 
Gerald M. Schaflander introduced 
his new product at a news con¬ 
ference, but would not name the 
two vegetables of which it is 
made. But “it tastes like' spin¬ 
ach”, one newsman said. And you 
know the classic answer given by 
a child about the taste of spinach.

thing is moving faster. That means you want lures that maneuver 
convincingly to trigger the reflexes of a pike, a trout or a bass. 

An artificial bait that offers this naturalness is the Vixen, a 
shapely imitation of a minnow that puts out its siren call with a 
wierd and wondrous wiggle. Its curved, streamlined shape causes 
It to slither through the water in a most enticing fashion, Field 
tests show it to be a deadly fish catcher. 

Or, you may favor the Garcia Eelet, a natural lure so real and 
deceptively lifelike that live eels call it “Brother,” Try the 
3/16-ounce size; chances are it will dance most effectively 
in the local pond still overflowing with melting snow. 

As long as you’re stressing light tackle, there's no point in de¬ 
feating the purpose with heavy line. You'll find Platyl Monofila¬ 
ment, preferably in the 4- to 12-pound test range, most suitable for 
the task. The soft line, so supple it comes off the spool effortlessly, 
is practically invisible as it spins off the cast. 

All these fast-moving tackle elements do an even better job when 
Used with a Garcia rod. The spin-casting and bait-casting models 
with fast-taper design, feature sensitive tips that help the lines- 
dart through water to duplicate the natural movement of live bait.
